IXTnODUCTION Tho student nhouia

begin with vcrsu SI of the previous chap-
ter. Jesus was about to begin his last
creat journey to Jerusalem. That was
by his own volition, being constrained to
meet liia destiny, which ho plainly fore-
saw and as plainly predicted, (xvl, SL)
Purposing to pj3 through Bamaria,
which uu:) in tha way southward, he sent
cutcij'lts to make ready for him, but the

knowing his aestination, and
being jealous of the Jews, refused to re-
cede the messengers. Proceeding, there-
fore, without any preparation, his jour-
ney was tor a time of that purely inci-
dental character which attended all his
wanderings from place to placo. It was
whilo thus passing along that one offered
to follow him (Luke ix, IT) and learned
that Jtsus had no home, and another
made the same proposal, but desired pre-
viously to go and bury his dead, while a.
third desired to say farewell to kindred.

SliiSSliNOEItS-tVer- se 1.) Jesus did
not abandon his purpose to send agents
In advance because the Samaritans had
been inattentive. But he selected from
among his followers several men whom
he appointed to his service. They were
directed to go before . him. very much
alter the manner of the) heralds who In
ancient times preceded the King on his
Journeys. They were forerunners, or
couriers, sent to announce the coming; of
the Master. They were to bo alone; the
way which he would take, a course al-
ready determined. It was no small honor
to oe tnus appointee, tor it inaicatea tne
confidence Imposed upon them, as not
only competent but trustworthy. There
has been some speculation concerning
the motive of Jesus In thus commissioning
these men. A few persons have presumed
to question Its wisdom. A sufficient
reason may be found In the fact that as
this was the last time Jesus would, "fass
that way he might properly desire to
reach the largest possible number, to rally
to himself and carry with him to the
great city nil who had partially espoused
his cause.

I,AB01lERS-(Ver- se 2.) Looking over
the company that gathered about him and
contemplating for a moment the condition
of the people among whom he must move
as he journeyed, Jesus became deeply,
affected by the religious n.eda of the
country and the times. It seemed to him
that this was like a harvest season, when
the grain is ready to be gathered In. And
a great harvest It was a harvest of souls.
For a moment he detained the heralds.
Mddin-- r them to pray that laborers be sent
Into the harvest. (II Thess. Ul, 1.) But
why Dray? Was It not the business of
Christ to send men 7 Was he Indifferent
to his own cause? Did he need that one
should urge him to cars for the ingather-
ing? These questions have been often
asked concerning prayer under any cir-
cumstances. In this case Jesus would
make these men feel the nature and Im-

portance of their mission, and lead them
to an unselfish desire for assistance, and
make them remember that they were re-
sponsible to him. who had sent them, and
fill them with missionary enthusiasm.

DIRECTIONS (Verses 8 and 4.) If the
men did not go of their own accord, d,

neither did they go at their own
pleasure, unrestrained- - It was eminently
proper that, as they represented another;
they should reeetve his Instructions and
do his wilL The directions were three-
fold. First, go your ways, to the places
appointed, not wandering about careless-
ly crossing each other's oaths, and leav-
ing some places unvislted. but following
the Itinerary laid down to them. 2. Thoy
must remember who they were, what
kind of men they were expected to be.
Innocent as lambs, and what kind of men
would be about them, men iiko wolves,

o protecting themselves against danger
nrirf rinirie- no evil to otners x. itj.
a verv trying position. 3. They must be
free from unnecessary burdens, carrying
no nurse, taking no money with them.
carrying no scrip that Is, bag or leather
wallet, in wnicn small articles or con-
venience mught bo kept (I Sam. xvll, 40),
sometimes called husk (II Kings lv, 4D.
because of the material of which It was
made; carryln-- r no shoes except the) san-
dals worn. These same directions 'were
given to the twelve. (Luke lx. 3.)

SALUTATIONS (Verses 6 and .) Ori-
ental greetings were common as marks of
politeness and good will. One was ex-
pected to salutn a stranger, both as a,
proof that he Intended no evil and as a
means of rjecurlng favor. (Gen. xxxilt, J
I.) these sanitations were hyp-
ocritical formalities, although sometimes
th(y Indicated a highest friendship. (I Sam
xxx. 41.) Jesus Instructed the seventy not
to salute any one In the hlehwny. That
would have taken too much time, mas-mu-

Accord-
ingly thoy were not to remain In one
place, ns of right, moving about from
house to house, - If they were burden-
some nnd the trouble mii't b "shifted and
borne by peveral. Thev should feel as
mnrh nt home ns one now should at a
hotel wherp he paid hi" bill. Furthermore

messagu that follows. Deeds of benevo-
lence must precede words of truth. Men
who have been helped will listen. 3. Trpy
must preach. The ame great truth with
which John the Baptist began. In the wil-
derness of Jtidea, and which Jesus after-
ward proclaimed in Galilee, was to be
heralded by these commissioned men,
"the Kingdom of God Is come." the truth
which more than any other would stir the
Jewish heart. For many centuries tha
chosen people hnd been anxiously wait-
ing for this Kingdom.

REJECTION (Verses 10 and 11.) What
If this message, eo delivered, should be re-
jected, as doubtless in many Instances it
was? Shall tho preachers remain nnd en-
deavor to overcome the Indifference and
opposition? Shall they resort to soma
moro popular mode of gaining attention
and favor? Shall they argue the matter
which they have proclaimed? Shall they
substitute om8 more acceptable themo?
Jesus provides for such contingency. Tbey
have done their duty and reached tha
limit of their service, and they must move,
on to some other placo. But tbey shall
depart In a public way with a demonstra-
tion that shall probably create an impres-
sion on all the Inhabitants of the city.
Standing in the street outside any en-
closure, in the full gaze of all. they shall
shake the dust from their garments, un-
willing to be defiled by anything that be-
longs to the town, a testimony that the
people who received not the message
were rejected. But they shall follow this
with the assertion of what they had previ-
ously said about the kingdom, that their
last word3 might be left rlilslng In tha
ears of their rejectors.

CONCLUSION Some persons have er-
roneously supposed that ministers are now
required to conduct their work upon tha
plan herein prescribed. That would ba
impossible and undesirable tinder tha
changed condition. There are. however,
valuable suggestions In the passage. L A.
minister Is1 a servant of Jesus Christ, ob-
ligated to go and labor for his Master,
following Instructions so far as any arts
given. 2. He must be dllligent In this serv.
Ice, not assuming any unnecessary burdens
or Incumbrances, holding himself steadily
and constantly to his duties. 3. He must
persist in work where It Is evident that
nothing can be accomplished, but must
openlT testify against those that have re-
jected his message and pass en to other
fields. 4.. He should not regard himself as
a pauper or hireling. What he receives is
as much his as the wages of any other,
but that should not be considered abova
the service he rendera. And these four
remarks applv not only to ordained pas-
tors, but to all who are truly sent out be-

fore the Lord's face to do any Bervlce that
shall prepare for him.

COUNTERFEITS ON COAST.

Spurious Money In West Troub-
ling Government Officials.

REPL'IJUC STTXZMm
Washington. April 15. For more than a

year past there have been coming to tha
Pacific Coast great quantities of spurious
half and quarter dollars, so fine In workmanship

as to defy detection by any but
experts.

The coins are almost up to standard
weight and fineness, depending for profit
on tho low price of silver. They first
appeared in the Puget Sound National
Bonk nt Seattle, where they passed mus-
ter, their counterfeit character being dis-
covered in a San Francisco bank, to which
they were shipped.

It Is the belief of the Secret Sen-le- a

that the coins are manufactured In
and thence shipped to the United States.
The amount by which the Government has
been defrauded Is very large, but the coins
have appeared now hero but on the Pa-
cific Coast.

Mrs. Robert Gunton Undergoes
Skin Grafting Operation.

The entire back and legs of the boy
were covered with the skin removed from
his mother.
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
